my,that he may have time toview 
the Ground, and ' to Settle the 
Camp, not far from Water , if it 
may be with convenience; Which 
being done, He is to Order the 

uarter-Maſter General to Set 
out the Ground to the Majors of 
the Brigades, who thereupon Ser 
ic out to the Adjurants of each 
Regiment, who divide it for each 
Troop or Company. The Major 
General in the mean while is to 
Ride about the Camp to Poſt the 
main- 
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Main-guards as he finds beſt for 
the Safety of the Army, and is 
to Order the Quarter-Maſter Ge. 
neral what Ground or Village be 
ſhall take up for the Kings Quar- 
rers, as alſo ſome commodious 
place for the Park of Artillery, 
and another for the Bread-Carts 
which is commonly near the Cen. 
tre of the Army with the Hol- 
pital. 

When every thing hath been 
done as above mentioned,and the 
Camp all marked out, Thea the 
Major-General is to ſend an Aid 
de (amp to give notice to the Ge- 
neral that all is ready. And ar 
the Entring into the Camp, the 
Major-General is to meet the Ge- 
neral to give him a full Account 
of every particular, The Adju- 


rants Genesal of Horle and Foot 
attend- 
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attending always on the General, 
that they may be ready to Execute 
his Orders, and make Derach- 
ments without delay. 

It is the uſual Praftice to 
Camp an Army 1n two Lines, 
The Second diſtant from the Firft 
Three hundred Paces 3 That is, 
From the Head of the Firſt Line 
ro the Head of the Second, 
whereof One hundred and twen- 
ty are for the Encamping of the 
Firſt Line, ſo that there remains 
One hundred and eighty Paces 
for the diſtance berween the laſt 
Tents of the firſt Line, and the 
Head of the Second. And if the 
Army Encamp with a Reſerve, 
Then the ſame diſtance is to be 
obſerved by them. 

The Horſe are to be Poſted on 
the Wings, and the Foot in the 
middle 
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middle in ſuch a manner that the 
Lines of the Camp look towards 
the Enemy, and be Covered be- 
hind by a River,Brook,or Marth, 
if it may be with Convenience. 

Every Squadron conſiſting in 
Three Troops, and fifty men in 
each Troop, muſtbe allowed ht- 
ty paces. And every Battalion 
conliſting of ſixteen Companies 
and fifry men in each Company, 
muſt have One hundred Paces al- 
lowed for their Encamping, 

All Troops or Companies of 
Horſe or Foot conſiſting bur of 
fhfty men,are to be Encamped on 
one Row of Baraques or Hutts ; 
But when Troops or Companies 
conſiſt of more men, there muſt 


be ewo Files of Baraques or 
Hurts. 


It is to be obſerved that in each ' 


$qua- 
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Squadron or Batralion the Co- 
lonels Company be always upon 
the Right or Left, And there 
make their Row of Hurts. Be- 
hind thera muſt be lefc a ſpace for 
the Street, Then the Second 
Compiny make their Row of 
Hurts, near to which the Third 
makes theirs, leaving the ſpace of 
Two foot- onely between their 
Hutrs, which is called the By- 
ſtreet. And the ſame thing is to 
be obſerved by the Horſe. 

The Hurts of . th2 Foot always 
open toward the Street, the Ba- 
raques of the Cavalry always to- 
ward the Horle Heads. 

The Hutts of the Quarter- 
Maſter and Sergeants are always 
to be at the Head of the Troop- 
ers and Soldiers, and the Ot- 
fcers Tents behind. 

P The 
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The Camp of the arit Bri 
gade of the Army is on the Right 
Hand of the firſt Line, That of 
the Second on the Lefr, the 
Third is Poſted on the Right. of 
the Second Line, the Fourth on 
the Lefr, and the reſt in the Cen- 
tre according to their Seniority, 
This is to be obſerved among the 
Horſe as well as Foo. 

The Dragoons are never to be 
Encamped in the Body of the 
Army,but have their Camp at the 
Head,or on the Wings on that {ide 
where the greateſt danger is, 
ſerving always as an Out-guard 
for the Army. 

Every Regiment is to have a 
Guard at the Head of their Camp; 
And the Major General for the 

day, takes care to place the great 
Guard in a proper place and di- 
ſtance 
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ſtance from the Army, towards 
the Enemy,-chooſtng for tharc Ef- 
fe a place where all the Ave- 
nues may be diſcovered, ” There 
tis to continne during the da 
and at night isto draw off near < 
Army at the Head of the Foot. 

When an Army Encamps near 
an Enemy, andthere be no River 
to divide them, the General of- 
rentimes Entrenches his Camp, 
and makes his men paſs the night 
under Arms. 

The Colonel, or Officer of 
Horſe who mounts the Guard, is 
to ſend off an Out-guard, or Ad- 
yance-guard confiſting of Twen- 
ty four Troopers Commanded 
by a Lieutenant, whom he Poſts 
where he ſees moſt convenient in 
a place from whence the Coun- 
trey about may beeafily diſco- 
vered, P 2 The 
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' The Duty of him who com. 
mands the great Guard,is to let ng 
perſon whatſoeverpals withouta 
Order,to look every where about, 
anbtoſend notice to the General 
whenever he diſcovers any 
Troops or Forces. 

It is to be obſerved, That the 
Meaſure of ground before men- 
tioned, is meant only for Encamp- 
ing of an Army : For if it were 
to be Ranged in Battel in caſe of 
Service, the diſtances between the 
Battalions or Squadrons are to be 
yu then in a Camp. It muſt 

endeavoured as much as may 
*be, That the Second Line be e- 
qual co the Firſt, keeping the 
ſame diſtance upon the Right and 
Lefc.

Forty Paces diſtance berween the 
Caprajns Fents and,the Front of 
the tents of the Subaltern Off- 
cers ; and the remaining Ground 
is for the Encamping of the Field- 
Officers, and the Captains Equi- 
page. The Suttlers are to-En- 
camp behind the Officers Tents; 
The Colonels, and Field-Officers, 
and Statt-Officers Tents are to be 
inthe Centre of the Battalion, 


behind 
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behind the Tents of the Ca- 
ptains. : 

There muſt be Twenty or

Hena Quarter.Maſter of 
Horſe hath his Ground 
allotted to him for a Squadron, 
which is commonly Fifty Paces, 
He is xo divide it in the follow- 
ing manner, Viz, He muſt al.

The Third Troop muſt have 
Two Paces diſtance, Three Paces 
for the Baraques, and Three Pa- 
ces for the Horſes, after which 
there will remain Fifteen Paces, 
which makes the diſtance from 
one Squadron to another. 

If the Squadron be ſtronger, 
they muſt have more Ground, 
this being onely for a Squadron 
of One hundred and fifty men in 
. Three Troops, each Troop ma- 
king but one Row of Baraques. 

The Colours are to be placed 
at Eighteen Foot diſtance from 
the Front of the Baraques, in the 
ſame Line with the Pikes. 

There are commonly Ten or 
Twelve Baraques on a Row for 
every 
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every Troop of Fifty Men, and 
there mult be ar leaſt T'wo Paces 
diſtance from one Baraque to an- 
other. 

For the Kitchins belonging to 
the Troops, the Officers Tents, 
and the Suttlers which attend up. 
on* the Troops, the ſame mea» 
ſures are to be obſerved in Pro- 
portion as are uſed for Encamp- 
ing of Foot. By a Pace is meant 
Three Foot. 


Orders for Battel, 


Ho there can be no certain 

Rules given for any Order 
of Bartel, which depends chiefly 
upon the Circumſtances of Place, 
and other accidents; yet theſe 
ſhort Directions are to ſerve for 
an Example, to ſhew the nature 


of 
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of the thing by a ſingle Battalion. 

You muſt firſt of all Com- 
mand Sfjlence.,ar which time the 
Ranks are to be Two good Paces 
diſtant, and the Files cloſed in 
ſuch manner, that every Soldier 
may March ar his eaſe, and fo 
Load and Fire ; which will be 
beſt eftefted by every ones keep- 
ing che. diſtance of Half a Foot 
from his Right-hand man , So 
that they may have liberty of 
moving their Elbows as they 
March. 

You muſt Command them to 
March very ſlowly, to obſerve 
the Right in Marching, and to 
preſerve the Intervals, which are 
always to be Fifty or Sixty Paces 
at leaſt,and ( if the Ground will 
afford it )more; that Fifty or Sixty 
of a Battalion may paſs through 
tzem 
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them with eaſe, nothing having 
ever proved more prejudicial in 
Battel, then the having Intervals 
to0 ſtrait, 

None is to ſpeak but the Com- 
mander in Chief, or the Major 
( by his Order) who is always to 
attend his Commands. 

Toa Battalion of Ten Com- 
panies, there are ſuppoſed to be 
(beſides the Colonel and Lieute.

Which 
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Which Rule is to be obſerved 
whether .the Colonel or Lieute- 
nant-Colonel be preſent or no, 
by placing the Eldeſt Captains 
at the Head of the Pikes, and (o 
proceeding in the Method before 
ſpecified, the Youngeſt being 
Poſted in the Rere, whatever the 
Number of Officers may be, un- 
leſs the General, or Commander 
in Chief give Order to Poſt them 
otherwile , as there may be oc- 
calion. 

Advancing againſt the Enemy 
in Battel out of Musket-ſhot, the 
Captains and other Officers at 
the Head of the Battalion are all 
to March in a Line with their 
Pikes in their Hands T'wo good 
Paces before the Men, and are 
ofren to look behind them, be- 
cauſe otherwile they may inſen- 


libly 
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ſibly get too much before the 
Body, and the Soldiers by follow- 
ing too falt, fall into Diforder , 
whereof great care 3s to be taken 
in Marching againſt an Enemy, 

When the Musketiers come 
within ſhot, and March ready 
wich their Muskets Guarded, the 
Ranks ſhould be cloſed forwards 
to Swords Point 3 the Diftance 
of Files is to be preſerved, as hath 
been ſaid already. 

In a Battel, the Captains and 
other Officers are to March in a 
Line 3 But coming within Shot 
of the Enemy, and the Muske- 
tiers Marching ready Cockt and 
Guarded, when the firſt Rank is 
Commanded to Kneel, the whole 
Line of Captains and other Offi- 
cers is to Retire each of them into 


the Intervals of his Files next be- 
hind 
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hind his Poſt, yet ſo that they 
may look to the Right and Lett 
of the Battalion. 

The Officer Commanding the 
Rere, is to obſerve that the Batta- 
lon keep Marching, to caule the 
Soldiers to cloſe forwards ealily 
without noiſe or confuſion, His 
chief care is, to. Command 
the Pikes to March always 
even with the Wings of Shot : 
For it often happens, that in 
Marching any conſiderable time 
in Battel, the Wings Advance, 
and Form a Halt-Moon, ſo that 
the Pikes in the middle being ex- 
treamly preſſed upon, the Batta- 
lion falls into confuſion 5 Bur 
provided the motion of the Pikes 
be equal with the Right and 
Lefr, the Battalion cannot be dil- 


ordered in its March. Above 
all, 
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all, care muſt be taken to pre- 
ſerve the diſtance in Rank and 
File, according to what has been 
ſaid already, 

The Granadiers ( when there 
are any) areto be Drawn up on 
the Right of the Batralion, and 
to augment it without intermix- 
ing with it, or troubling the Or- 
der of it, they being a ſeparate 
number of men that are to be 
always ready for whatſoever 
ſhall be Commanded thern. 

The Commander of a Battali- 
on may be on Horſeback at the 
Head of it, when the Captains 
are on foot, with their Pikes in 
their Hands, in as much as 
he is to be ſtirring to. all parts, to 
ſee that they March as they 
ſhould ; and above all, that none 
ſpeak except himſelf, or the Ma- 
jor 
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jor by his Order; Andisto alight 
when the Mugsketiers make 
Ready, and to March with his 
Pike Charged againſt the Ene 
my. 'S. 
When 'an Army is drawn 
for Battel, the uſual diſtance be- 
tween the Lines is Three hun- 
dred Paces. 


Of Gariſons and Guards. 


He Officers uſually placed 
. B ina Gariſon, are a Gover- 
nour, a Lieutenant-Governour, a 
Major, Aid-Major, and Captains 
of the Gates, 

It is the Governours. part. to 
have a continual care of the Pre- 
ſervation,of the Place Intruſted to 
him. His Office is to appoint the 

Guards, 
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Gitirds, Rounds, and Parrolts, ro 
give the Word evety evenitg, 
viſit the Poſts, keep the Officers 
and Soldjers ro their Dlity, 
Charge then te be diligent, and 
to ſend out frequent Parties as 
welt to learn News of the Ene: 
my, as to Raife Conttiburions 
from [ the Neighbouring Coun- 
treY, | Iſs 
The Lieutenant-Govetnour, 
or Officer int Chief, Commands 
in the Place and Government in 
abſence of the Governour, Wit 
the ſame Authority. 

The Major ſees the Guards 
Mounted, the Rounds and Poſts 
Aſſigned, He Regulates the Sen- 
tinels, goes every Evening to re- 
ceive the Word from the Gover. 
nout, and gives it about upon 
the Place of Arms, to the Quar- 
Q 2 termalters 
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termaſters and Sergeants of the 
Gariſon, He goes his Round. 
Major, Viſits the Corps of 
Guards, and ſees that all the Sol. 
diers Arms are Fixt and in good 
Order ; He cauſes neceſſary Am- 
munition to be diſtributed a- 
mong them, Orders the Gatesto 
be opened and ſhut, and gives 
the Governour an exact Account 
of all that paſles in the Place. 

The Aid-majors are more or 
leſs in number, according to the 
greatneſs of Places; They go 
the Rounds with the Major by 
turns, and the Duty of their Pla- 
ces differs nothing at all from 
his, they being as Aſſiſtants to 
him. 

The Care of the Captains of 
the Gates -is to go Evening and 
Morning to the Governours 

Houſe, 
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Houſe, to receive the Keys of the 
Gates, that they may open and 
ſhur them. 

There is uſually in every Ga- 
rilon ( eſpecially a Frontier 
Town) a Commiſlary of Ar- 
tillery, a Store-keeper who keeps 
Account of all the Ammunition, 
and diſtributes it according tothe 
Governours Order, a certain 
number of Gunners, whereof 
there is always to be one on the 
Guard at the Batteries, a Com- 
miſlary of Proviſions who hath 
the Charge of the Corn, Flower, 
and all that may ſerve for the 
Suſtenance of a Gariſon, 

The Officers who are in a Ga- 
riſon owe all Obedience and 
Reſpe&t to the Governour or 
Commander in Chief, and they 
cannot be abſent for any reaſon 


Q 3 loever, 
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ſoever, without a permiſſion 
from him in Writing, or from 
the Perfon that Commands there 
in his abſence. | 

In Gariſon, ſome men are to 
be placed at the Gates, whoſe 
Care is onely to obſerve Stran, 
gers that come in and go out,and 


accarding to the comparing the 


Memorials which they and all 
the Inn-Keepers of the Town are 
to bring every Evening to the 
Major ; It is known how many 
Strangers are every night in the 
Place, what they are, and where 
' they Lodge. 

The hour of Mounting the 
Guard is diflerent in Garifons, ac- 
cording to the inclination of, the 
Governours; In {ome Places it 
is done at the break of day, bes 
caule at the time when the Gates 
alc 


ce 
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are opened ( which is the uſual 
hour of Surprizes ) Two thirds 
of the Garilon are in Arms; 0- 
thers mount it at Ten of the 
Clock in the Forenoon, or to- 
wards the Evening ; but the 
moſt uſual time is at Two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon. 

Whilſt the Drums beat for the 
Guard, the Sergeants or Corpo- 
rals are to go to the Major's 
Houſe, who makes them caſt 
Lots for the Poſts and Rounds, 
and writes them down in a Regi- 
ſer kept for that purpoſe. 

Having done lo, they return to 
their Companies or Squadrons, 
who gather together before the 
Captains Quarters, and if they 
do not Mount by whole Compa- 
nies, but by Detached men 
(which is the moſt practicable 
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way of doing Duty ) the Serge. 
ants Lead them in good Order, 
Drums Beating as far as the Place 
of Arms, to that part where the 
Guards of the Poſt which has 
fallen co their ſhare, ought to 
meet. 

When all the Detachments are 
Drawn up on the place of Arms, 
Formed ready for the Guards, the 
Mayor or Aid-major makes the 
Officers draw Lots for the Poſts 
and Rounds, beginning by the 
Captains, and ending at the Ser- 
geants. 

At the Places which are weak- 
eſt, and where there is greateſt 
danger, there ought to be a 
ftronger Guard Commanded by 
a Captain, with a Sub-Lieutenant 
or Enſign, and: Two or Three 
SCrgeants, 


The 
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The Guards being Ser, and the 
Officers having taken their Poſts, 
the Major begins to make the 
Guard of the Place of Arms (or 
the Main Guard ) March off, 
then thoſe of the Gates and Ba- 
ſtions : And laſtly, thoſe that are 
; ene 
/ Whilſt the Guard js mounting, 
the Officers of the Guard that 
is to be relieved, put their Soldi- 
ers in Arms, and Draw from the 
Guard, that they may leave the 
Place to the Guard that is to 
Relicye them, and Poſt them- 
ſelves oyer againſt them, every 
Officer ſtanding in his Poſt at the 
Head of them, 

The Officers of the Guard that 
is Relieved Delivers co them 
' whatever Orders there are, the 
Corporals do the like to their 
| Comrades, 
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Comrades, they - Charge them 
with the Furniture of the Corps 
of Guard, and inform . them of 
the Number of Sentinels that are 


to be Set, as well by Night as by 


Day, and of what they have to 
do extraordinary. 

The Confignations being 
made, and the Sentinels Relie- 
ved, the Officers of the Guard 
that is Relieved March off their 
Soldiers to the Place of Arms ; 
where when they have Drawn 
them up, they diſmiſs them. 

The Officers of the Guard that 
have Mounted, Command the 
Soldiers to ſet down their Arms, 
by theſe Words of Command, 
the Pikes being Advanced, and 
Muskets Shouldered.

As ſoon as the Arms are ſet 
down, the Officers are to Order 
the Corporals to take care that 
they be in condition to Fire, and 
that the Bandaliers be provided 
with Powder and Ball, Flints or 
Match, and to give ſtrict Com- 
mand to the Sentinels that-are at 
the Gates, never to ſuffer any ſtop 
of Waggons or Carts upon the 
Bridges, Charging them to ſtop 
the Carriages that come in or g0 
our, until they know that no 0» 
thers are coming to meet them. 

When a Stranger on Horſeback 
or Foot, offers ro come into the 
Town, 
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Town, the Out-Sentinels are to 
ſtop him, then to call the Corpo- 
ral, who gives notice of it to the 
Officer, and the Officer ſends one 
or two Musketiers with him to 
the Governours Houle. 

At what diſtance ſoever a Sen- 
tinel diſcovers any Troops, he 
ought -to give notice thereof to 
the Corps of Guard, and the Of- 
ficer cauſes immediately the Bar- 
rier to be made faſt,or a Bridge to 
be Drawn, letting no body in,un- 
leſs the Major,, or Aid-major 
bring Orders for it from the Go- 
vernour, - 

When it is time to ſhut the 
Gates, the Bell is rung to call in 
thoſe that are abroad ia the Fields, 
and the Aid-majors, or Captains 
of the Gates, attended by ſome 
Mugketiers- of the Main-Guard, 


come 
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come to the Governours Houſe 
for the Keys, and as ſoon as they 
come to the Gates, the Officers 
Draw the Guard in Two Ranks, 
and Order the Musketiers to ſtand 
Guarded, and fend ſome of the 
Pikemen to help to Draw up the 
Bridges. 

After the Gates are ſhut, One 
half of the Guard is to be drawn 
upon the Rampart to paſs the 
night in the Corps of Guard of 
the Curtains or Baſtions. The 
Corporals ſend ſome Soldiers for 
Firing and Candle, And the Ser- 
geants go to the place of Arms 
ro receive the Word, which is no 
ſooner given,but the Sergeants of 
the Guard carry the Word to their 
Officers, and give it about among 
the Corporals, who Command 
the Sentinels co ſuffer no body af- 
rer 
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ter that time co paſs upon the 
Ramparts without Commanding 
them to Stand, and giving Notice 
of it to the Corps of Guard. 

The Taptoe or Retreat is Beaten 
either at Nine or Ten, as the 
Governour directs, 

WhentheMajorgoes the Roand, 
the Officers of the Guard receive 
him by the Corporal and Two 
Musketiers, and give him the 
Word once onely, Thar is, at his 
Round- Major. 

When the Governour, Liente- 
nant-Governour or Commander 
in Chief go the Round, The Ofi- 
cers having Ranked: their Soldi- 
ers before the Guard withour 
Arras, Send a Corporal and Four 
Musketiers to receive them Ten 
paces off, And are to give them 


the Word as often as they pleale 
to 
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to demand it. All other Rounds 
withont exception ought to give 
the Word to the Corporals or 
Lanſpeſades of the Corps of 
Guards, who receive it with the 
point of ther naked Sword at the 
Breaſt of him who gives it. 

+ In'Gariſons'that are well Guar- 
ded, the Rounds go every quar- 
ter of an hour, To the end the 
Rampart may never be unfur- 
nifhed. And that there may be 
an exaQtoefs in it, They carry 
Meddals of Lead from Guard to 
Guard, ſo that if there be any ne- 
gle, it may be found where it 
Was. 

The Rounds are made with 
Light, and ſo ſoon as a Sentinel 
perceives any,It is his Duty to cry, 
Who comes there + {lo loud 
that he may be heard by the next 
Corps 
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Corps of Guard. He who goes 
the Round ſhould Anſwer. 


The Round. Or

The Sentinels by whom he 
paſſes ſhould always Reſt their 
Arms, and never permit any 
whomſoever to come too near 
them. When he draws near a 
Corps of Guard, The Sentinel

Then the Round Advances and 
gives the Word into the Corpo- 
rals Ear ſo low that he cannot be 
heard of any body elſe. Bur if 
one ſhould give any other Word 
then what 1s true, He ought to 
be ſtopt, And the Officer of the 
Guard is to be acquainted with 
it, who eicher keeps him all night 
A 
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a Priſoner, or diſpofes of him as 
he thinks proper. JS 

Though all Sentinels Reſt their 
Muskets in the night, .and ſtand 
with their. Pikes Charged when 
any Round or Officer comes by, 
yet in the day the Muskets are to 
be Shouldered, and the Pikes Or- 
dered. 

The Out-corps of Guard make 
Rounds about the Covered, ways, 
but give no Word, Fhey being 
onely made to hearken, and eve- 
ry Soldier goes the Round by 
Turns. 

The Patrolls are. made in the 
Streets by a Sergeant and. Six 
Musketiers of the-Main- Guard to 
cauſe the Soldiers to retire to their 
Quarters, The publick Houſes to 
{hut rheir Doors, and to hinder 
the Diſorders that. may. be com- 

mitted, 
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mirted; ſtoppirig and eartyitHt th 
the Guard all that ate fag 1H 
the Streets withour Light 4d dif: 
otderly. | F 

At what hour foever the Alarett 
is Rung, All the Compares ate 
with ſpeed and 8&ligetice to af 
fſemble before their Captains 
Quarters, who are to eat there 
ro che Poſts that have been ap- 
pointed them by the Mijot. 

Ar the Break of day the Drums 
beat the Reyeille, the Aid-majors 
and Captains of the Gates cothE 
to the Governours for the Keys, 
and the Officers of the Gutztds 
bring off the Soldiers that pafled 
the nighe onthe Ramparrs, atxd 
Rank them in two Ranks, and 
make them ſtand with ther Arms 
guarded whilſt che Gates are O- 
pening. The Majors lend a Set- 
R 2 geant 
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geant with ſome Musketiers to 
Scout in the Suburbs and in the 
Hollow Ways about the Town, 
and draw the Bridge upon them 
unril they come back. When they 
bring an account that there is no 
Danger the reſt of the Bridges are 
let down. The Corporals place 
the Out-Sentinels whom they in- 
form of what they have to do. 
The Majors and Captains of the 
Gates carry back the Keys to the 
Governours Houſe, and the Ofh- 
cers make the Soldiers ſet down 
their Arms. 

In Gariſons that are well pro- 
vided with Horſe, The Gover- 
nour places daily a Guard of Fifty 
Troopers, and ſends every morn- 
ing an Officer with ſome Horſe- 
men to Beat the Road a Mile or 
Two round the place. 

Every 
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Every Officer of a Guard is 
to Anſwer for his Poſt, and no 
man, not ſo much as his- Colo- 
nel can Command him- in any 
thing except the Governour of 
the place or he who Commands 
in his Abſence. 

All Governours or Comman- 
ders in Chief ought to have a 
Sentinel at their Door, and as of- 
ren as they paſs by any Corps of 
Guard the Officers are obliged to 
draw out their Soldiers before the 
Guard in a Rank without - Arms 
and Stand at their Head. 

If the Governour or 'Com- 
mander of a Place be a Lieute- 
nante-General, he is to have a 
Guard at his door confiſting cf a 
Lieutenant, Sergeant and Thirty 
men who are to be under Arms 
as well as the other Corps ' of

TT Officers are to take 

- - great Gare that their Sol- 
diers keep themſelves cleanly and 
handſome in their Clothes,as well 
as their Arms in good order ; Ir 
being as much the Duty of an 

Officer to ſee that a Soldiers 

Cloaths and Shoes and Stockings 

be as they ought to be, as their 

Arms,and eſpecially upon Moun- 


ting of Guards, or coming upon 
R 4 Duty 
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Duty They are to fee that they 


have every thing in order, 


The Captains of Foot, Liew- 
tenants and Enſigns are to wear 
their Gorgets whenever they are 
upon Duty, or appear in Arms 
with their Companies. 


"Tis very neceſſary for all Cap- 
tains and Commanders of Com- 
panies to praRiſe their Musketiers 
10 Exerciſe Pikes, and their Pike- 
men Muskets; As alſo to praQiiſe 
their men to S{WSt at a Mark, 
. Which is extream uſeful. 


'Tis to be obſerved that in 
Marching a Battalion in Threg 
Diviſions, the Diſtances between 
the Diviſions be neither too great 
nor too little, The beſt Rule for 
which is the judgment of the Of- 
ficers, to keep juſt ſo much Di; 
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ance between the Diviſions as is 
neceſlary to Wheel a Diviſion to 
make (good the Front as if you 
were to draw up on a ſudden. 

*'In Marching by Subdiviſions 
alſo, the ſame Method is beſt for - 
the diftances between every Di- 
viſion. 

No Sentinel or Soldier under 
Arms is to bowe or pull off his 
Hat. 

It is likewiſe to be obſerved, 
That when the Pikes or Muskets 
of a Body of menare all Order- 
ed, and that they be to Shoulder 
their Muskets and Advance their 
Pikes, The Musketiers to be 
{| Commanded to Poiſe and Shoul- 
der- their Muskets before the 
Pikes are to Advance, 

When Officers are at any time 
to be Divided and Poſted, Ir is to 


be 
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be doneby the Odd and Even as 
the moſt cafic way. 

Upon Detachments or Parties 
all Officers of Horſe arero Com- 
mand according to the Dates'of 
their Commutions,. and all Offi- 
cers of Foot according to- the 
Ranks of their Regiments, and 
not according to their Commil- 
lions, But the Lieutenants 
and Enfigns of the ſame Regi- 
mentuypon ſuch Detachments or 
Parties are to Command among 
chemfelves according to: their 
Commiſtions, and not the Rank 
of their Companies. 

In- Marching / off any Pa- 
rade or. Place where men. are 
drawn up, The Pikes are to con- 
tinue Advanced till they. -have 
Marched clear of the Place' of 
Arms, The like is to be oblerved 


when 
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when a Body of men areto draw 
up, or that they March before 
any Perion that comes to view 
them, 

No Soldiers are to March with 
any Coats an their Arms, or 
Sticks in theis Hands,or any thing 
to incumber them. 


Of Conncels of War, or Courts 


Marti 


N an Army the Councel of 
War is always to Meet at the 
Generals Quazters, or Tear, 

And none are called to ig but the 
Lieutgnant-Genezaly, the Major- 
Generals , the. Brigadiers, and 
the Colonels or Commanders of 
Bodies when the Matters eancern 
their Regiments, 


Private 
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Private Councels of War or 
Courts Martial in a Gariſon are 
either Held at the Governours 
Houle, at the Main Guard, or 
where the Governour orders. In 
a Camp, At the Colonels Tent, 
who cauſes Notice to be given to 
the Captains to be preſent. 

When all are mer, The Gover- 
nour or Colonel, or he who is to 
Sit as Preſident, takes his place at 
the head of the Table, the Cap- 
tains Sit about according to their 
Senjority ( that is to ſay) The 
Firſt Captain on the Right Hand 
of him that Preſides, The Second 
on the Left, and ſo of the reſt. 
And the Town-Major or the 
Aid-Major or Quarter-Maſter of 
the Regiment, whoin the abſence 
of the Judge-Advocate diſcharges 
his Office, is to Sit-in his Place at 

| the 
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the lower'end of the Table. 

The Lieutenants, Sub-Lieute- 
nants and Enſigns have right to 
enter into the Room where the 
Councel of War (or Court Mar- 
tial) is held, But they are to ſtand 
at the Captains' backs with their 
Harts off, and have no Vote. 

If the Councel be Called to 
Deliberate on ſome Matter of 
Conſequence, 'The Preſident ha- 
ving Opened it to the Court, Asks 
their Opinions. 

The youngeſt Officer gives his 
Opinion firſt, and the reſt in or- 
der till it come to the Preſident 
who ſpeaks laſt. The Opinions 
of every one being fer down in 
Writing, the Reſule is drawn con- 
formable ro the Plurality of 
Votes which is Signed by the Pre- 
ſident onely. 

If 
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If the Councel of War, - of 
Court Matrial be held to Judge 
2 Criminal; The Prefident and 
Captains having taken their pla- 
ces, atid the Priſotier | being 
brotght before them, And the 
Infortnations read; The Prefidene 
Interrogates the Prifoner abotit 
all the Fats whereof he is accu- 
fed, atid having heard his De- 
fence, and the Proof made or 2l- 
ledge againſt him, He is ordet- 
ed to withdraw, being remitted 
ro the Care of the Marfhal or 
Jaylor. Then every one 


according to his Conſtience, and | 


the Ordinances or Articles of 
Var. The Sentence is framed ac- 
cording tothe Plurality of Yortes, 
and the Criminal being brotght 
in again, .'The Semence is Pro- 
nounced to him in the nameof the 

Councel 
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Councel of War,or Court Martial. 

When a Criminal is Condemn. 
ed to any Puniſhment, the Pro- 
voſt Martial cauſes the Sentence 
to be put in Execution; And if it 
be a publick Puniſhment, the Re-« 
giment ought to be drawn toge- 
ther to ſee it, that thereby the 
Soldiers may be deterred from 
offending, Before a Soldier be pu- 
niſhed for any infamous Crime, 
he is to be publickly Degraded 
from his Arms,and his coat ſtript 
over his ears. 

A Councel of War or Court 
| Martial is to conſiſt of Seven at 
leaſt with the Preſident, when fo 
many Officers can be brought to- 
gether; Andif it ſo happen that 
there be not Captains enough to 
make up that Number, the infe- 
riour Ofhcers may be called in.
